fnglish Poultry Conference 


Shows Geese That Fight, 


Among the Exhibits 
Fowl With a Full Biack Beard. 
England Uses Annually 
260,000 Tons of Eggs.

London, August 31.—A feature of the 
eecond national poultry conference, which 
meets at the* University college, will be 
a display of breeds of poultry from all 
parts of the world. 

Many of the verieties repregented have 
never been seen before in this country. 
They inolude a Dutch fowl with a fall 


black beard that stands out from the 


* oheeks and around the throat. 


Most interésting, however, are the Rus 


sian fighting geese from Moscow. These 
birds have enormous wings and very 
hard muscle. Their virtue is that they 
are excellent for crosse-breeding purposes 
with soft-fleshed geese. Their vice, the 
love of bloodshed, has been quaintly 
summed up by an ancient writer on poul- 
try. 

“At St. Petersburg,” he says, ‘they 
have no cockpits; but they have a goose- 
pit, where in the spring they fight gan- 
ders trained to the sport, and so peck 
et each other’s shoulders till they draw 
blood. They are as keen for battle as 
gemecocks, and their mates will encour- 
age them to redowbled efforts.”’ 

A good fighting goose has been sold in 
Russia for as much as $260. 

will also be a display of eggs 
fro various countries, showing the 
methodg of packing. 

The conference will be attended by del- 
egates from the United Kingdom, the 
colonies, France, Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Hungary and the United 
States. 

It is expected to result in much good 
to the British poultry-keeping industry, 
which is at present suffering from the 
severe competition of foreign countries, 
jack of organization, and failure’ to 
adopt sound working principles. 

Enormous Development. 

Edward Brown, F. L. 8., the well 
known poultry expert and secretary of 
the conference, speaking to an Express 
representative yesterday, said, ‘Since 
the 18699 conference the development of 
poultry raising in this coutnry has been 
enormous. 

“The importance of increased produc- 

tion to our teeming population cannot be 
exaggerated. The people must be fed. 
At the present time Great Britain an- 
Quaily consumes poultry and eggs valued 
et about £18,000,000, of which nearly 
one-half comes from abroad. 
_ “The quantity of ezgs consumed can 
scarcely Oe realized. Last year it 
amounted to 260,000 tons, whichis about 
4,300,000,000 eggs. The poultry consumed 
reached 66,000 tons, and’ every year 
shows an increase in the consumption. 

“But there is another point of view— 
that of the farmers and othérs who have 
found their old metheds obsolete and who 
have learned that they must conform to 
modern requirements. 

“It is a certain fact that there is no 
part of the world where finer eggs and 
poultry can be produced than those of 
the United Kingdom, and few where tne 
quality is so good. But where our pe- 
ple have failed to a large extent has been 
in marketing. 

“‘Flencea one of the most important gec- 
tions of tne conference will deal with 
the commercial aspect of poultry-keep- 
ing. Our colonies are taking up this 
question with a vwiew to supplying Brit- 
ish markets, and tirefr representatives 
will doubtless have some important 
— to say on the commercial side 
ef the poultry industry.”

_ Mr. Wellman arrived at the island on 
June last, and found his party well. 
In spite of the boisterous weather dur- 
ing the winter the specially-constructed 
balloon-house has remained undamagee. 
It had to be carefully built with suffi- 
cient strengthito stand the winter gales 
which sweep over Spitzbergen in bad 
weather. The roof is formed of arches 
of a latticework construction. From 
this house the balloon will emerge when 
all is completed. The ‘America’ as the 
airship is named, has been filled with hy- 
drogen, and it was expected that a trial 
would be made about the {5th instant, 
the \final start for the pole being made 
towards the end of the month. 


The ‘“‘America’ is said to be one of the 
largest airships ever made. It has three 
motors, which give a total of 80 horse- 
power. The car is of steel, and in addi- 
tion to this weight the balloon portion 
of the ship will have to suppor: a weight 
of five men, food for seyenty-five days, 
a steel boat, two motor sledges, and 
over two tons of gasoline. 

The envelope of the balloon consists 
of two layers of rubber-covered cotton 
and one layer—the inside one—of rub- 
ber-covered silk.. In its central zone, 
which is the strongest, the envelope has 
a tensile strength of about 575 pounds 
per square foot, thus giving a factor 
of safety of 6 to |.

The interviews were arrunged by Uncle 
Sam’s diplomatic agents, who act aiso 
as consuls general to Egypt. The first 
was by Consul Generar carawéll, who 
represented us here jin 1889, and the 
Other by Consul Genera: Iddings, who 
ig now the diplomatic agent of the Unit- 
ed States. The audiences were in both 
cases held in the afternoon, and the 
dress required was thy tam nat and 
morning costume of frock coat and light 
trousers, customary for official calls. We 
went to the palace in the consular car- 
riages, with a gorgeous dragoman of 
the legation on the seat beside the coach- 
man, and were met at the door in both 
instances by the soldiers of the khedive. 

The Abdin Palace. 

The khedives of Egypt have two offi- 
cial residences, one in Cairo and one in 
Alexandria. That in Atexanarta is the 
Ras-el-Teen palace, situated right on 
the’ harbor, with its windows looking 
out upon the: khedival yacht and the 
ships of a half dozen natzons which are 
at anchor there. ~ The Aodin palace faces 
@ great square in the heart of this big- 
gest city of Egypt. It Is puflt in the 
form a horseshoe, and its two stories 
have many windows looking out upon 
the square. There is a grang entrance- 
door, which I am told leads to the ha- 
rem and to other private apartments of 
his highness. 

As our carriages drove up to the pal- 
ace we were passed by a closed coach 
drawn by magnificent Arabian horses. 
On the box beside the liwerrea coachman 
gat a sober-faced eunuch, whose black 
skin and dark clothes seemed all the 
more sdmber under his bright red skull 
cap. In front of the cyrrrage ran two 
brown-skinned, bare-leggeq scyces with 
their wands held up in front of them, 
warning plebeians to get out of the way. 
I afterward learned that this carriage 
was that of a princess about to call on 
the wife of the khedive. 

The palace doors were opened to us 
by an Arab official cuaa In Huropean 
clothes and wearing the red fez cap 
which the Egyptian never takes off 
whether in house or out. We first camo 
into a grand entrance hall, floored with 
mosaic, the walls of which were finished 
in cream and gold, ang then went up to 
the secong floor by a staircase so wide 
that two wagonloads.of hay could be 
drawn up it without touching. On the 
second floor are the reception rooms for 
visitors and also the apartments re- 
served for the chambertain, masters of 
ceremony and other officers of the khed- 
fve's household. Here we were taken 
into a large parlor by one of the khed- 
ive’s cabinet ministers, who chatted 
with us until an official entered and told 
us his highness was ready to receive us. 


Face to Face With the Khedive. 


We were'then conducted across the 
hall to the chief reception room of 
the palace, and a moment later were 
face to face with the young kKhedive 
of Egypt. The room was the same in 
which I met his father, and our recep- 
tion was as free from ceremony and 
as cordial as that I had many years 
ago. The young khedive does not look 
much like his fathefr. He has more 
dignity and is a trifle taller. He has, 
however, the same light complexion, 
the same hazel eyes and the same 
broad, open forehead, straight nose 
and full lips. He is, I judge, about 5 
feet 6 inches in height, but his tall 
red fez cap makes him look taller.

Others, again, the vilest of their kind, 
systematically victimize women and 
girls, who, dazzled by their high rank, 
their titles, and their seductive manners, 
easily fall into the trap lata for them 
by the aristocratic adventurers.

At any rate, tne 
first of Germany’s projected = airship 
‘“fleet’’ has been successfully “laurc*- 
ed” in the new dirigible balloon invent- 
ed by Captain Gross, of the German 
army, and the recent trials have demon- 
strated its practicability. The new war

It is Jikeiy 
that Germany will make strenuous efforts 
to hold this advantage, and not many 
moons may come and go before a fleet 
of aerial Dreadnaughts will be seen 
making circles and bow knots and fig- 
ure eights over Berlin. 

The French balloon Patrie, which suc- 
ceeded several days ago in remaining 
in the air three hours at a time, per- 
forming bewildering movements before 
and against the wind, appears to have 
been discounted by the latest achieve- 
ment of the Gross flier. Three hours 
and a half on several different occasions 
@ppears to be the record established by 
the German invention. 

The really remarkable speed of 30 
miles an hour is said to have been at- 
tained, and it is interesting to note in 
this connection that Santos Dumont has 
made a wager of $10,000 that he will at- 
tain a speed of 100 miles an hour wigh 
his machine within nine months, 

That the French are losing no time in 
the race for balloon supremacy is very 
evident. One million dollars has been 
voted for the .construction of a ‘“‘fleet’’ 
of military airships of the Patrie type, 
and the government has purchased the 
mammoth Galerie de Machines from the 
city of Paris. The structure will be re- 
moved and reerecied at Issy to serve as 
a shed for this new “‘fleet.”’ 

Yesterday vast crowds watched the 
graceful evolutions of the eae bal- 
loon from different points in the city 
The airship at a height of 500 feet en-

, Circled the emperor’s palace, sailed along 


the exact course of Untér den Linden 
and other principal streets, described va- 
rious geometrical figures in the air and 
headed northward, southward eastward 
and westward at the commander’s will.

One military writer, Colonel Wagner, 
urges that foreign airships should be 
prohibited from sailing in Germany’s at- 
mospheric zone, even in time of peace, 
and demands that a law should be pass- 
ed enabling German military authorities 
to destroy by artillery or otherwise all 
foreign airships perceived in Germany’s 
atmospheric zone, 

He also proposes that a state monopo- 
ly of aerial navigation should be cre- 
ated, as in telegraphy and other things 
by which vital national interests are in- 
volved. 

The leading conservative daily, The 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung, points out that 
in the near future airships will become 
extremely valuable in warfare, and espe- 
cially valuable to Germany in a war 
against Great Britain. It is pointed out 
that a German @erial fleet capable 0 
dropping explosives on British Dread-

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IBURGLARS ARE MOST BUSY 


FROM MIDNIGHT TILL 4 A. M. 


Special Cable. i 

London, August 3!.—The hour when 
most people begin to think uncomfort- 
ably of the burglar is just about bed- 
time. Once in bed, they forget all about 
his existence and go to sleep in peace, 
Of course, the burglar Knows all about 
this, and takes care to come when least 


expected, 

It is known to physiologists that sleep 
is light during the first hour, and then 
grows quickly deeper for two or three 
hours more, after whieh we gradually 
become more sensitive to sounds, This, 
too, the burglar knows. Consequently, 
the fear of his visit at bedtime is quite 
groundless. ect 

Legal burglary commences at 9 p; M,, 
and from then to midnight only about 
one-eighth of the total of robberies oct- 
cur. * 

By midnight the thieves begin to grow 
active, from 2 to 4 a, m, they are ai 
their worst, and then they slacken off a 
little until 6 o’clock, when burglary 
ceases and house.reaking begins. 

The housebreaker has more fear 10r 
his skin than tue burglar. He takes 
care to do his thieving.at a time when, 
if caught, he need fear no long term ot 
imprisonment, and so, although people 
are now fully awake, the robberies from 
6 to 8 o’clock are three times as numer- 
ous as during the two preceding hours 
nine by doors.

A Swimming Sail. 
(From The OQOuter’s Book.) 

The following device I have never heard 
named, though it might appropriately be dub- 
bed a ‘“‘swimming sail.” At the end of a 
pole or rail, six inches thick, nail firmly two 
uprights, four feet in length, and having 
placed half a dozen s.iout metal rings on 
each upright, brace them py a crosspiece be- 
tween the tops. In this rectangular frame 
etretch a sail made of canvas, or equally 
strong fabric, py doubling the edges and 
wiring them to the rings on the uprights. 
Tack the sail to the rail at the bottom and 
hoist it by means of two cords, one on eavh 
side, leading over ea pully, at the top of each 
upright. Now, cut a pair of two-by-fours, 
five feet in length, and nail one of each to 
the middle of each upright in such a position 
that the opposite ends meet at a point on a 
level with the bottom of the sail. Brace 
them in this position by means of a third 
strip, running from these two lower ends to 
the middle of the rail. At the meeting point 
of the three strips, attach a short bar oar 
handle, parallel to the sail. To navigate your 
craft, push it out to a depth of three or 
four feet in the water, hoist the sail by means 
of the two -ords, leading back to ihe bar 
within convenient reach, and lying flat tn ihe 
water with the sail before you, grasp the 
bar. In a fresh breeze, of course, the ten- 
dency of, the sail is to flop over forward, but 
your weight behind will vvercome that incli- 
nation and you will have the novel senation 
of being towed along before the wind by a 
craft in which you take the part of the boat, 
while your sail plunges and lurches before 


you in a most exciting manner.

SKELETON OF 


POCAHONTAS 


DISCOVERED AT GRAVESEND 


Special Cable. 

London, August 3!1.—Not without 
Some show of reason. a complete skele- 
ton, acciaentally unearthed at Graves- 
end, is believed to be. that of Princess 
Pocahontas, who was buried in 1616. 
Tradition, caring nothing for the par- 
ish register of burials, located the 
grave of the Indian heroine in the an- 
cient burial ground of St. Mary’s, and 
it ig there that the bones of an Indian 
woman have been disturbed by work- 
men. There is no question as to the 
race and sex, these having been es- 
tablished by a London expert. 

The interesting spot comes almost in 
the old footpath connecting the par- 
ishes of Gravesend ané@ Northfleet, ana 
is believed to have been close to an old 
Churchyard path. On one side is a 
new timber fence enclosing the gar- 
den of a new house, and the grave is 
at the very threshold of the garden 
gate. In fact, it was in order to make 
room for thé gate posts that the soil 
which held the relics was disturbed. 
The British museum is to umpire on 
the question whgther- the bones are 
sufficiently old to be those of the 
princess, 

Canon Geage, the rector of §8St. 
George's, the parish church of Graves- 
end, was one of the first to be told of 
the find, and he gave his views of the 
moment thus: “The discovery is an 
exceedingly interesting one, and al- 
though it does not square with the 
generally accepted facts, I am quite 
prepared to be convinced. If the age 
of the bones can be established, and as- 
‘suming that the expert is right in his 
verdic tthat the skull is that of an In- 
dian woman, then in my opinion the 
mystery will be ended. The age of the 
bones is everything, because Princess 
Pocahontas was the only red woman 
living in England at the beginning of 
the seventeenth century. 

Tradition and the Register. 

“Although,” continued the canon, 
“The skeleton was found nearly a mile 
away from St. George's, an the site of 
the old burying ground of St. Mary’s, 
where tradition has buried the princess, 
our register of St. George’s declares 
as follows: 

“"1616, March 2!1.—Rebecca Woolfe, 
wyffe of Thomas Woolfe, gent... a Vir- 
ginian lady borne, was buried in ye 
chceanncel.’ 

“In. support of this testimony, it is 
evident from this old register, which 
dates back from 1547, that no burials 
are recordea in ‘Ye Olde Churchyarde 
of St. Mary’s’ after i598. Naw the 
princess was buried in !616, when St. 
George’s churchyard was in full use. 
And it has always been believed that 
her remains were placed in the rector’s 
vault under the chancel.’ 

“As you know, ‘the promise of Ameri- 
cans to erect a memorial pulpit and 
window to the princess in our church 
fell through owing to the Pocahontas 
Tercentary celebrations in Virginia. 
But I understand from the promoters 
of that exhibition that they will now. 
turn their attention again to the mat- 
ter, so we live ‘here in hopes; mean- 
while we take great care of Our regis- 
ter!’’ 

The skeleton is now in possession of 
Mr. F. Tucker, Dover-road, Northfleet, 
and Mrs. Tucker told the story ef the 
discovery. 

“A fence was being put up,” she said, 


“on the site of thé old burial ground 


«. . 
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in Mayfield road, Perry street, near the 
Campbell arms, Gravesend, when a 
workman came upon a skull. Clear- 
ing away the surrounding soll, he found 
the rest of the skeleton in perfect pre- 
servation. It was about two feet be- 
neath the surface, and was lying face 
downward. On searching the grave, 
my husband found the folldwing ar- 
ticles: 

“\ lot of rusted nails about two 
inches long. 

“Three pieces of glass. 

“A thin tile backea with Roman ce- 
ment. 

“A copper wire ornamented in figure of 
eight patterns, 

‘A piece of black hair. 

“Several pieces of Gecayed wood, 

“Mr. Tucker took the skull to a well- 
known London phrenologist, and was 
informed, without having put any lead- 
ing questions, that it had belonged to 
an Indian woman. And there will be 
no time lost on my husband's part over 
making the strong surmise concerning 
poor Princess Pocahontas definite be- 
yond dispute.” 


An Appreciation of Senator Pettus.

The senate and the country will 
miss the simple, wise and quaint old 
senator who has just passed away at 
the age of 86 years. The senate will 
not be the same when it reconvenes, 
with two venerable senators from Ala- 
bama absent forever. There will be 
a solemnity in that great chamber, a 
silence like that which hangs over an 
assemblage when a voice from the 
past has ceased to speak. The pass- 
ing of Edmund Winston Pettus is as 
plainly a demarcation of the past 
from the present as though a mighty 
bell in the capitel’s aome had tolled 
off a period of the country’s history 
and its echoes had penetrated the cor- 
ners of the republic. 

Senator Pettus was of stalwart, al- 
most heroic build, and _ carried his 
years with the sturdiness of an Oak. 
He had seen the cycles of peace and 
war, and had participated in the 
greatest dramas or this country, in- 
cluding the Indian wars, the Mexican 
war, the rush to the California golé 
fields, the civil war, and the marvel- 
ous development that marked the suc- 
ceeding years of peace. He did not 
win great fame, nor did he seek it. 
His ambition was not feverish, and he 
was too much of a philos$pher to burn 
up his energies in the race for trivial 
honors. The greatest and most in- 
structive quality of his character wag 
the simplicity of greatness. It illum- 
inated his honor,: his directness, his 
robust scorn of sham, his humor, his 
frugality, his courage, and his phi- 
losophy. He seemed to have borne in 
mind always the saying of the first 
of the seven wise men—‘Moderation is 
best.”” So he lived to a green old age, 
accomplished much, and died as the 
good man dies. | 

It will be many a day before the in- 
fluence of this old senator will die. 
He was-unconsciously, but DOr a 
a teacher of the simple life.

Wrestling Bout

London, August 3!.—Miss Lauder Brun- 
ton, the daughter of Sir Lauder Brunton, 
who is the president of the international 
congress On school hygiene, made her 
debut yesterday as jiu-jitsu wrestler be- 
fos an assembly of grave and serious 
prrecsors and educational authorities 
from all parts of the world. 

The display was organized by Mrs. 


Roger-Watts, who is advocating jiu- jitsu 
for the school curriculum. If rightly 
taught and practiced, she maintains, it 
is of the greatest moral and physical 
Venefit, whether it is adopted in youth 
or old age. 

The greatest interest was shown in the 


display, which came as welcome “turn’”’ 
amid the.solid discussions of the day. 
Mats were spread in the great hall of 
the Imperial institute in the most ap- 
proved music hall style, and the learned 
professors crowded round and made 
the ring. 
Wrestling Drill. 

First of all, three pretty little girls 
entered, dressed in black silk knickers 
and the white kimono-like jacket of the 
Jiu-jitsu wrestler. Mrs. Roger-Watts, 
in a similar costume, drilled them in the 
gestures and the movements of the 
wrestler, and the children went through 
their paces vigorously, throwing imag- 
inary foes. 

The professors nooded approvingly 
The sturdy little limbs and the strong 
arms of the children, and their healthy, 
shining faces were sufficient testimo- 
nials to the worth of Mrs. Roger-Watts’ 
ideas. 

One little girl of about seven years de- 
monstrated a “throw,” and sent Mrs. 
Roger-Watts flying to the mat. Th. child 
looked a little puzzled as to how it hap- 
pened when, following the law of jiu- 
jitsu, she put out an arm and vanquished 
the big. lady.

come molded imperceptibly, brit surely, 
into abnormal forms.”

The Chattanooga News says the 
Georgia prohibitionists combined with 
the populists in bringing about the 
downfall of democracy, and the en- 
actment of the prohibition law was 
the “delivery of the goods.” There 
does not appear to have -been any 
doubt about the combination, but 
there was a successful silence main- 
‘tained about the “goods” until the 
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Georgia’s reduced passenger rates, 
evacted by the old railroad commis 
sioh and confirmed by the new, will 
go into effect throughout the state 
tomorrow on all except those short 
and incomplete lines which were per- 
mitted to retain the present charge 
of three cents per mile. 

It seems, after all, that the new 
commission found something of good 
in the old, since it has confirmed and 
ordered enforced, without change, the 
circular making these reductions. 

The new passenger rates with a 
minimum.of 2 and a maximum of 21-2 
cents per mile, except on the short 
lines, were fixed and declared of 
force after one of the most careful 
and thorough investigations ever giv- 
en to a subject brought to the atten- 
ticn of the commission. 

This action was taken upon a petition 
from the Georgia Farmers’ Wnion 
which did not arbitrarily ask for @ 
specific reduction to two cents or 
any other figure, but, in a spirit of 
censervatism, requested the commis- 
sion to give the people of Georgia 
such reductions in the passenger 
rates as might be considered, after a 
full inquiry into the matter, just and 
reasonable. 

This is exactly what the commis- 
sion did, and without the changing of 
a syllable it is what the new com- 
mission has confirmed. Thus the two 
cummissions have passed upon these 
rates, pronouncing them reasonable 
and just, and orderéd them into effect, 

The presumption is that these rates 
have been made such as will well 
enable the railroads of Georgia to 
earn a fair return upon their invest- 
ment, and at-the same time give the 
people that good service to which 
they are entitled. 

With only one exception the rail- 
roads of the state are exhibiting a 
commendable spirit in placing them- 
selves in accord with the orders of 
the commission and the wishes of 
the people, without resorting to those 
measures which, in other states, ‘have 
stirred up strife sometimes almost to 
the danger point. | 

The new passenger rates have been 
made and ordered in force, and they 
are just as much state law as if the 
circular were a direct legislative en- 
actment. The proper course, there- 
fore, is for the railroads, as most of 
them have signified their intention 
of doing, to put these rates into ef- 
fect without delay, and then, if they 
wish to do so, ask the courts, without 
iutervention of injunction orders, to 
puss upon their reasonableness and 
justness. But the better course 
still, as The Constitution has indi- 
cated in former discussions upon sim- 
ilar lines, is to make first, a thor 
ough and bona fide test of the rail- 
répd commission's order; then if it 
be found that any ratlroad cannot, 
ur.der this order, earn a fair income 
on its legitimate investment, the 
th:ng to do is to go »efore the rail- 
rcad cemmission with the facts and 
figures and make a showing. 

There is no present reason to be- 
lieve that these reduced rates will 
deprive the railroads of their income 
to the extent of confiscation as some 
have alleged; but if the claim could 
be proven, following a fair test, there 
is no doubt that the commission would 
then make such modification of the 
order as the facts warranted, and the 
people of the state would approve 
such action. 

Governor Glenn clearly indicated 
that such would be the course in 
North Carolina, and tléte is no rea 
scn to believe that it would be any 
different in Georgia. 

Let the new rates be put on in good 
faith, and with the determination to 
make the most of the situation. Who 
cer tell but that within six months 
the railroads may be glad that the re- 
ductions were made? 
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The Price of Thread. 

The housekeepers of America are 
being given a taste of the blessedness 
o” Dingleyism. For spool cotton 
thread, which they sormerly secured 
for five cents, they are now compelled 
to pay six and seven cents. The in- 
crease appears, on the surface, to be 
x small one, only one or two cents on 
each spool. But this small sum rep- 
resents an advance of from twenty 
to forty per cent. . 

On one spov] a month for each 
family, this would not make any ap- 
preciable difference; but in the busy 
seasoms, when Arabella’s trousseau 
for her campaign in the mountains 
and Annie Eliza’s graduation ward- 
rebe are being prepared, three or 
four, or possibly five, spools of cot- 
ton thread a day become a necessity. 
In the large dressmaking establish- 
ments, where’ gowns for dozens of 
women are in course of daily prep- 
arvation, the burden of the new ad 
vance is even heavier. . 

Few married men can be found 
wko sympathize very deeply with 
Madame Modiste tm her trouble. 
They only know that her fashionable 
| parlors are places where stunning 
creations are turned Out at terrific 
expense, and they have a@ new cause 
for apprehension lest the advance of 
twenty per cent in the cost of thread, 
may mean a disproportionate hoist 
ig the price of dinner costumes 
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viewed. The only one who receives 
any benefit from the recent advance 
is the thread trust. The cotton farm 
ex, who raises the product from 
which the thread is made, is not ben- 
efited.‘’ The whole public pays the 
advance and pockets the \loss. 

The evil of selling more cheaply. to 
the foreign than the home consumer 
ix also emphasized in this case. 
The price of each spool of thread 
keg and abroad is the same. The 
discrimination against the. consymer 
at home grows out of the fact that 
the American spool contains 200 yards 
and the foreign spool 400 yards, 

The users of thread throughout 
America, even those living in the 
cotton fields of the south, thus pay 
fiity per cent more for cotton thread 
than the consumer abroad. The ef- 
fect of their paying this higher price 
is to enable the thread truststo sell 
ix the German and British markets 
in competition with the makers of 
thread abroad. As a result of the 
Dinglay tariff wall the American 
consumers are denied the benefits 
that competition would bring.. They 
pay 6 cents for a 3-cent spool. |

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Coming Cruise to the Pacific. 

Plans for the practice cruise of the 
battleship fleet to the Pacific, start- 
ing December 15, are being gradually 
perfected, Details affecting the move- 
ment of the fleet, its average speed, 
coaling stations, the auxiliary cruisers 
ard cutters which will accompany the 
fleet, are’ being worked out by Ad- 
niral Bob Evans and the naval board 
at Washington. 

These businesslike preparations 
have aroused the spirited opposition 
of a certain part of the New York 
press. New York has a tremor of 
apprehension whenever it thinks of 
the Atlantic fleet being removed to 
such a distance from the statue of 
liberty. The belief is not expressed, 
but. very plainly implied, that in the 
tarbor of. San Francisco a fleet of 
United States war vessels will be a 
lcng way from home,

It is short of the whole truth to 
simply say that,in the death of Rich- 
ard Mansfield the world has lost a 
great actor. 

The man who for nearly a quarter 
of a century hag held a preeminent 
piace on the American stage Was 
something more than a mere enter- 
tainer. His was the faculty to make 
men laugh and weep, to stir to in- 
'tellectual activity and to rouse to 
thts of enthusiasm. | 


is success in this respect was un-| 


equalled, perhaps, by a@ny actor of the 
last century except Booth or Salvini. 
But Mansfield did more than amuse 
and entertain. His work was greater 
than the acme of histrionic art in 
the presentatién of characters that 
impelled his audiences to think as 
well as feel. He was loyal to his 
art and to its highest traditions. .He 
was zealous in discharging the obli- 
gations placed upofi him, and rigidly 
insisted that those associated with 
him should also measure up to the re- 
quirements of the parts they essayed. 
His passion for detail, his absolute 
insistence upon the historical correct- 
ness of costume, manners and sce- 
nery achieved a perfection in pre- 
stntation at which the world marveled 
while it applauded. \ 

Other great men have given to hu- 
manity examples of faith, courage, 
fortitude and endurance. Richard 
Mansfield also left an example to his 
own and to succeeding generations 
only slightly less exalted than these. 
It was an example of thoroughness. 
An error in the setting of a scene, 
even so small a thing as a poker, a 
champagne glass, or a flower, was 
sure to attract his attention and evoke 
a demand for correction. Such things 
were trifles, but “trifles make per- 
fection, and perfection is no trifle.” 

Mansfield may have had his faults, 
his imperfections, and his shortcom- 
ings, but who has not? Much may be 


nius, much to the passion that aims 
at perfection, much to the irritability 
that will be satisfied with nothing 
shert of success. 

The name of Mansfield is free from 
the stain of moral obliquity. Not his 
were the failings that too often taint 
the names of.even the most suc- 
cessful in the realm of make-believe. 

Mansfield came to the verge of 
starvation ‘as a peddler of paintings 
of his own making; but as a por- 
trayer of human nature, as a delinea; 
tor of human passions, he achieved 
a. artistic triumph that has rarély 
been surpassed. 

The characters of “Nick Vedder” 
and “Peer Gynt” of “Baron Cheyreuil” 
and “Cyrano,” of “Beau Brumme!” 
and “Dr. Jekyl,” he illuminated with 
tne fires of his great genius, and his 
interpretations were hailed by the 
theater-going public as perfect in let- 
ter and in spirit. 

But whether his audiences approved 
or condemned, Mr. Mansfield was 
unshaken in his fidelity to his own 
cenception of the characters he por- 
trayed, as was proven by the recep- 
tion accorded his Brutus as opposed 
tc Edwin Forrest’s Marc Antony. 

“Take him for all in all, we shall 
not look upon his like again.”

Editor Democrat—Since July first 1 
have been lecturing at .chautauquas in 
eleven northern and western states. 

During these months, quite naturally 
a8 a newspaper writer and a democrat, I 
have ‘been trying public opinion as to 


the politics of the immediate future, -es- | 


pecially as the} may affect the presi- 
dential campaign of next year. I give 
you herewith some of the Impressions 


made upon my mind by the things I have | 


seen and heard. 


One of the prevalent signs of the 
times is “the notable unrest” of the 
people—the sign that is significant of vi- 
tal progress in a reyublican-democratic 
form of government. The late evange- 
list, Sam Jones, used to say that “stag- 
nation is the next station to damna- 
tion,” and the aphorism is as applicable 
in politics as in religion. 

The great “campaign of education” be- 
gun in 1896 by William Jennings Bryan 
as leader of the democratic party that 
Cleveland had betrayed to its enemies, 
the monied classes represented in Wall 
street brokers’ offices, has produced its 
proper fruitage. The plain people have 
awakened from their lethargy, have 
realized the spoliations to which they 
have been so long subjeéted and are now 
grimly and almost universally determin- 
ed to know their rights.and to maintain 
them hereafter. 

Roosevelt's Popularity. 

It is impossible to deny that President 
Roosevelt has won a tremendous per- 
sonal popularity among the people. But 
it is easy to see that he never would 
have achieved it had he followed and 
hot commanded his party. He was 
shrewd enough to sense the rising re- 
volt of the people and to throw himself 
to the head of it. The more he depart- 
ed from republican practices and put 
fo8th democratic principles and engineer- 
ed democratic reform measures, the more 
his popularity grew. Had he remained 
& republican these six years he has 
been president, he would be now nearing 
the close of his regime without applause 
and without regrets. 

What the People Want. 

No misrepregjentation of the people's 
demands can bé successfully made by the 
predatory banditti and their hired 
presses and parasites. The people are 
not aroused to pillage. They are not 
Seeking public revenge against the cor- 
porations, the railroads, the trusts and 
their -ilk. -We Know these looters have 
organized under laws made by the re- 
publicans and that whatever excesses of 
plunder they have practiced have been 
licensed by republican officials. 

What the people want and mean to 
have is justice—that equality of rights 
and opportunities for all and special 
privileges to none—that constitutes the 
very core of all constitutional and dem- 
ocratic government. 

The people mean to kill out “special 
privileges” as they killed out secession. 
All classes and creeds in the north in 
1861 united to “restore the union.” Now 
all.classes and creeds of the common 
people are of one heart and one mind— 
and that is to kill off all special privil- 
eges to classeBS and corporations and re- 
store to the people the rights and pow- 
ers of which class legislation in the past 
hag robbed them.

Chicago, August 31.—The wheat market was 
strong today because of a good demand for 
expoft and reports of bullish conditions in 
Europe. At the close December wheat was 
% to 1 cent higher Corn was unchanged. 
Oats were up 1%@2c. Provisions were So 
lower. 

The wheat market was steady all day, be- 
cause of a good demand for cash wheat, ow- 
ing to stronger cables and a general good 
demand from commission houses. The mar- 
ket improvement in the milling trade was 
also a strengthening favcor. December wheat 
opened % higher at 98%@%, sold between 
96% and 97%@97's, and closed at 97%. Clear- 
ances were equal to 262,000 bushels. Pri- 
‘mary receipts were 694,000 bushels, against 
464,000 the same day last year. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 2,922 
cars, against 279 last week. 

The corn market was less aotive than for 
some days past. The weather over the entire 
cotton belt was good for development, but 
this was offset by light local receipts and 
large sales of cash corn. December corn 
Opened higher at 59, sold between 58% 
@59%, and closed steady and unchanged at 
58%@59. Local receipts were 145 cars, with 
62 of contract grades. 

The oats market was steady all day and a 
new high price was recorded for the crop. 
The volume of trading, however, was not 
large. December opened %& to % higher at 
48%.@%, sold back to 48%@51, and closed at 
67@58. Local receipts were 286 cars. 

Trade in provisions today was dull. Pack- 
ers sold the January products and commis- 
gion houses were fair buyers. At the close 
October pork was 5c higher at $15.65.

REVIEW OF CROP PROSPECTS 


By Herbert N. Brown, of Carpenter, 
Baggot & Co. 


In my further travels this 
Georgia and parts of Alabama, I find that, 
owing to the recent hot weather, shedding 
is going on in both states. There is a dispo- 
sition to magnify the damage from this 
cause, especially so far as Georgia is con- 
cerned. As I gee it, the shedding now going 
on is nothing but natural, when you take 
into consideration that the plant is loaded 
down with fruit and must throw off some at 
this season of the year. So far as Georgia 
is concerned, a rain now would be beneficial, 
as the plant is still maxing at the top and 
the moisture would mace it hold its fruit. 
In Alabama it is different, as the plant 
shows signs of quitting, with Iittle or no 
chance of any further fruitage at the top. 
The recent hot spe!l has had the tendency to 
force open the bolls, and picking is going on 
at a lively rate all chrough the belt. oan 
urally the quality of the cotton now coming 
out is excellent, and Jf this weather keeps 
up we will gather a large proportion of the 
crop before the equinoctial season, which gen- 
erally damages the quatity so matertally. If 
there ever was a se@souna when we needed 4 
good graded crop, it : this year, for nature 
forced upon us last season one of extrémely 
poor quality. So far as the immediate price 
of futures is concerned, a further advance 
pending the government reports of September 
8, which are expected wbe of a very bullish 
nature, would be but natural. However, it 
is well to bear in mind that recent weather 
will naturally give us a large movement 
from abort the 10th) of next month. This 
‘will undoubtedly have iits effect on prices and 
give us our first deshine of any importance 
from the actual moveMest of the stapie. I 
think my position is tenable in view of the 
fact that we have recently had an advance 
of about 60 points, briging prices back to 
the high marks for the season, and just on 
the eve of a full movement. We are still 
believers in higher prices for the late winter 
and early spring, but feel that after the bull- 
ish reports to be issued on the 9th that the 
market will follow the same course it did 
after the July report of 72 condition, paying 
no attention after that to any bullish news 
until a large short interest was accumulated; 
then attention was paid to the bullish drouth 
news from Texas, and this imerest were 
kept busy covering their commitments.

The 
small loss shown may, however, have been 
due to the augmentation in the volume of 
foreign loans, through finance bills which 
fully met borrowing requirements, There 
Was an increase of $1,121,910 in the amount 
of public deposits, compared with last week. 
This seems to show that the distribution of 
the funds by the treasury has not yet been 
large enough to maintain any impress upon 
this item. The loss in cash reported by tne 
statement was $1,665,900. General deposits 
decreased $1,727,800. so that the required re- 
serve was $2,231,950, which, from the cash 
decrease, left $1,219,950 as the surplus reserve 
to $8,756.450. Compared upon the _basis of 
deposits, less the $27,926,100 public fund, the 
surplus is $15,737,975. Loans were contracted 
of $165,600,000, and the excess of thisitem over 
the decrease was increased about two and 
oe millions, compared with the previous 
week.’’ 
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GermanAttendant's Battle With 
Lion Resulted Fatally, 


Hasselmann Tried to Change Lion 
From Its Traveling Cage to a 
Wage Used on the Stage. 

Lion Got Loose.

London, August 3!1.—A terrible trag- 


edy, in which a man was killed by a 
lion, occurred at Gloucester recently. 

Early in the evening a lady lion- 
trainer, known as Miss Ella, arrived 
at the Palace theater with her troupe 
of performing lions, in traveling-cages, 
and her attendant, a German named 
Joseph Hasselmann. The party hac 
traveled from Redditch, and Miss Ella, 
tired after the journey, left the the- 
ater, after seeing the cages safely 
housed, giving instructions to Hassel- 
mann that the lions were in no way to 
be interfered with until she returned. 

It seems that Hasselmann, wishing 
to make preparations for the morrow’e 
performance, disregarded these instruc- 
tions, and decided to change the larg- 
est lion from its traveling cage to a 
cage used On the stage. 

To do this he had the traveling cage 
brought up to one of the dressing room 
doors. His plan was to turn the lion 
into the dressing room, close the door, 
bring up the other cage, open the 
dressing room door again, and so get 
the lion from one cage to the other. 

Fight in ‘the Dressing Room. 


He got the lion into the dressing 


room, and then, for some reason not 
known—probably because of a hitch in 
his plan—went into the dressing room 
himself. The lion immediately cor- 
nerea Hasselmann. The unhappy man 
threw a chair at the beast, which the 
lion seized. Then it sprang at Hassel- 
mann and dragged him round the room. 

Two stage hands who had been left 
in the theater saw part of the terrible 
drama, though the cage in front of the 
dressing room made them only able to 
conjecture most of what was happen- 
ing.. Terrified, ana having no idea of 
how to save Hasselmann, they rushed 
out of the theater to the Fleece hotel, 
close by. 

There the landlord, Mr. Alexandra, 
was talking to a comedian from the 
theater. Mr. Alexandra seized a re- 
volver, and the two rushed off to find 
Miss Ella, who was staying cloSe at 
hand. 

The three went across to the theater, 
most of which was in darkness, and 
felt their way towards the stage, not 
knowing where the lion was. Then, 
learning from the stage hanas that it 
could not escape from the dressing 
room, the three went on to the stage. 


Fire Hose to the Rescue. 


Here Miss Ella climbed on to the roof 
of the cage near the Gressing room 
door and tried to get the lion back 
with the aid of a pitchfork. Hassel- 
mann could be seen lying in a corner. 

This method was quite fruitless, how- 
ever. 
the scene, and then the suggestion was 
made that the lion should be washer 
into his cage with the theater fire 
hose. 

This was done. A steady and power- 
ful stream was directed on to the lion 
from the top of the cage, and soon the 
dripping beast, seeing the cage door 
open, leaped inside and was soon se- 
cured by dropping the sliding bars. 

Hasselman was found to be terribly 
mauled. He was just alive when found 
and managed to say that the tragedy 
was his own fault. He died in a few 
minutes after the lion had been see 
cured. 

It is sald that the heast had not been 
fed for twelve hours, and so was in a 
very dangerous temper.

Conspiracy Is Denfed. 

It is declared that the agreements to 
advanoe the price of coal were Drought 
about in 1900 by the violence and In- 
timidation of the striking miners, by ‘he 
failure of the state of Pennsylvania to 
enforce ‘the law and protect the coai 
company and the importunites of 
late Marcus A. Hanna, who, it is al- 
leged, Was anxious to setti@éhe Strike 
of the miners on account of the im 
pending presidential election. 

General denials are made of the con- 
@piracy charged in the answer of the 
Reading company and that of the rall- 
road company. The answer of the Coal 
and Iron Company takes up the Strike 
of 1900 and says that the advance to 
the workmen in the anthracite regions 
was an experiment, forced by the vio- 
lence. turbulence and intimidation of 
the employees and workmen of this 
G@efendant and others by the strikers. 

Hanna Forced Advance. 

The answer says that “shortly after- 
wards it was represented in substance 
to the officials of this defendant and 
the representatives o fother mining com- 
panies by one -.warcus A. Hanna, act- 
ing as chairman of the repubilcan na- 
tional committee in the then campaign 
for the election of McKinley for presi- 
dent of the United States, that if the 
gaid strike should not be_= speedily 
stopped by an‘advance in the wagts of 
the workmen in and about tne mines in 
the anthractie region, the strike would 
extend to the states of Onio, Indiana 
and Illinois, and that the election of 
McKinley would be thereby endangered. 

The answer declares that Mr. usanna 
represented the other officials of the 
company, and tnat he was employed to 
gettie the strike through President Mitch- 
ell, of the Miners’ Union, if the opera- 
tors would agree to give the workmen 
@ 10 per cent increase in wages. 

The company did agree to advance the 
wage scale of its miners and colliery 
workmen !0 per cent, and the other prin- 
cipal mine owners who had been in 
conférence with Mr. Hanna had agreed 
to the same concesion. 

It is stated that as the result of the 
agreement of the ®erators this defend- 
ant was obliged to and did agree with 
certain of the operators to enter into 
mew contracts, increasing the prices 
to be paid for the coal to be produced 
by them respectively and delivered io 
this defendant. 

Government to Blame. 

Concluding, the answer says that the 
conference with the operators and 
the contracts which resulted therefrom 
“were wholly brought about, cOmpelled 
and forced upon this defendant by tne 
turbulent violence and intimiuacion of the 
atrikers and by the failure of the gov- 
ernment of the United States and of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania to en- 
force the laws to protect the defendant 
and its workmen in the peaceful and

Six Railroads Will Stat New 
Schedules Tomorrow and 
Three Will Not 


HOT COMPETITION MAY 
WHIP. STUBBORNNESS 


Central, L. &@ N. and Western of 
Alabama Hold Out — Southern, 
Mobile & Ohio, ’Frisco, Sea- 
board and A. C, L. Come 
In — Legislature May 
Make New Laws. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 3!.—(Spe- 
cial.)—By this time Monday the new 
Alabama legislative made rates will 
have been made effective on 1,600 miles 
of road in the state, and on October 1, 
240 miles more will have come in. Thig 
will leave the rates out on the lines of 
the Central of Georgia, the Loufsville 
and Nashville and allfes, and the Weste- 
ern of Alabama. While there {s talk 
that these may come in and accept the 
rate, {ft is hardly probable that they 
will with the present condition of mind 
of the managements. Those lines which 
have accepted the state rates are the 
Southern, the Mobile and Ohlo, the Ala- 
bama Great Southern, and other parts 
of the Southern system, the ’Frisco, the 
Seaboard and a month later the Atlan. 
tic Coast Line. 

This will give on the Hnes accepting 
great reduction in freight, the new 
schedule on 110 commodities applying on 
many of the things that are of general 
every day use in the state, Already the 
rate on income and outgo of the min- 
eral section is light, as a result of which 
the entire schedules will fall to a level 
almost !f not as low as exists now in 
Georgia and other southern states, 
about which the rate reduction advo- 
cates have for a long time made much 
of a kick. With the interstate rate to 
Alabama lower than in Georgia and the 
intrastate charge reduced to such a 
level as the new law puts {ft the state 
will be wonderfully well fixed !n the 
matter of freight charges. A result that 
is hoped for is the development of bus- 
iness within the state. 

Peculiar Situation. 

With the adoption of the new rates, 
which, by the way, reduce the passen- 
ger fares to two and a half cents a 
mile, complications are lifkely to arise. 
Part of the roads will have one rate 
and others another. For instance, a 
man traveling one hundred miles on the 
Louisville and Nashv me would have to 
pay $3, three cents a mile, while an- 
other going the same distance on the 
‘Frisco or the Southern would pay only 
$2.50. At the same time a shipper may 
have a rate of $2 on a certain shipment 
on the Louisville and Nashville, with 
$1.50 for the same haul on one of the 
lines accepting the state rates. Every 
one who thinks of it is wondering what 
the fellow will say who has the ljarger 
amounts to pay for the same service. 

Competition Will Be Great. 

On the other hand, there seems to be 
some question as to whether or not the 
roads holding out would be allowed to 
lower the rates to meet the competj- 
tion, some believing that the injunc- 
tions pending in ithe United States court 
would prevent any change in the status 
If this is true, there 
would be no way to oxercome what 
be .very serious competition.

AMERICAN PRISONERS OF WAR 
HELPED BUILD THIS CHURCH 
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Special Cable. 
ONDON—July 31.—Most of 

z American prisoners captured by 

England in the war of I8l2 were 
confined in what was then a military 
prison on the big bleak moor of Dart- 
moor, in Devom. Some of those prisoners 
helped to build a church there. On that 
account the church possesses some claim | 
to interest Americans. It has fallen into 
decay and an effort is being made 
raise the funds necessary to repair it. 
The rector, the Rev. George 8S. Thorpe, 
of Bridestowe, Devon, thinks the fact 
that American prisoners of War were, 
engaged on the construction of 
church may. move some 
contribute to its restoration. I don’t know 
whether any of them will fee] 
“shelling out’ on that account. But 
there is no doubt that they will be in- 
terested in the following account of the 
ehurch which I have received from Mr. 
Thorpe: 

Upon the rugged heights of Dartmoor, 
exposed to the blasts of every wind 
that blows, there stands the unique 
church of Michael and All Angels, 
Princetown: unique in being the church 
of the highest inhabited village in Eng- 
land, 1,400 feet above the level of the 
#ea; unique in its position in the parish 
of Lydford, the largest parish in Eng- 
land, of 60,000 acres of moor, and heath, 
and streams: but unique most of all in 
its origin. 

The manner of its building is probably 
unparalleled; certainly so in England. It 
was in the early days of the nineteenth 
century, when the whole world was con- 
vulsed with war and bloodshed and Eng- 
‘land was sorely pressed by its two wars 
with Napoleon and with America. The 
history of those wars concerns us only 
in its relation to the building of this 
ohurch. Many of the French prisoners 
of war were removed for safety to a 
military prison formed at Princetown. 
To supply spiritual needs, these French 
prisoners were allowed to build a church 
themselves. This church was begun in 
1812, the French prisoners working at 
eix pence (1/2 cents) per day. They were 
paid quarterly, but if any of them es- 
caped whilst “employed on this church 
Outside the prison the whole of the 
quarter’s pay for all the gang was for- 
feited. The reason for this is obvious. 
It made each man, a spy upon his 
neighbor, few being willing to run the 
risk of losing their/wages and thereby 
their power of purchasing additional 
_gomfort in food and luxuries. 

The fall of Paris and the liberation of 
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The Smallest Church in the U nited Kingdom: 
Yorkshire, Which Is Over 900 Years 
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Upleatham Church, 
Old. 
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prisoners after the first 
peace of Paris in 1814 found the church 
half finished. It was at this juncture 
that the connection of thp church with 
Americans begins. A month after the 
peace of Paris, fifty American prisoners 
of war confined at Princetown, were al- 
lowed to take the place of the released 
French prisoners and on the same con- 
‘ditions as to pay, etc. These Americans 
;econtinued to labor on the church till 


the French 


\some time after the war between Amer- 


ica and England had been ended by the 
treaty of Ghent in Belgium in December, 


/ 1814. The work of building was actually

stopped in April, 1815, when the dis- 
charges began. By that time the church 
was practically completed. 

It appears from the records that 
American hands were due the roof 
j}higher parts of walls and tower. 

Though thus unique in its origin, yet 
bravely for nigh oh a hundred years has 
it borne the rigor of the Dartmoor cli- 
mate, looking out unceasingly with its 
dark steam-beaten tower to the graves 
of those stranger-exiles, but escaping not 
Scatheless. Neglect and fire: and tem- 
pest successively impafred its strength. 
Fallen into ruin and forsaken by the 
government in the late fifties, it was 
adopted by the parish of Lyndford and 
reverently restored in the early sixties, 
Only to feel the devastating influences 
of fire in !868. Again restored, it grad- 
ually began to crumble and decay, till 
the hand of the epoiler fell on it in 
1899, ostensibly to restore, but in reality 
to mutilate and mar. Better days have 
since dawned for the historic building; 
little by little the ravages of the restora- 
tion are being repaired, the tottering 
walls (propped up now with timber as 
shown in the photograph) rebuilt, the 
obliterated porch replaced. 

The restoration scheme now in hand 
will cost £850, not more than £250 is 
On hand. And this account is written in 
the hope that each American, who reads

built by their ancestors, when they, tn 
love of their country, were suffering the 
rigors of exile and captivity and many 
of whom lie buried almost under the 
shade of its tower.

New York, August 3!.—Theodore C. 
Cooper, of this city, who has been the 
consulting ‘engineer in charge of the 
work on the huge cantilever bridge 
across the St. Lawrence river which col- 
lapsed Thursday evening, feels keenly the 
accident that cost the lives of seventy- 
nine workingmen.

The petition is a paper of length and 
is within itself a complete hiatory of 
the litigation which has been obtaining 
for a month or more in North Carolina, |

In other states, the commonwealths in- 
dicated, the issue between the states and 
the federal government have been made 
acute by either a request for a tempora- 
ry injunction or the granting of a stay of 
proceedings by some United States 
judge. 

No Temporary Injunction. 

But in Georgia the papers asking that 
the railroad commission be enjoined from 
putting into effect the rule of that body 
reducing the passenger rate from three 


of a cents do not request a temporary 
injurfction—the absence of such a re- 
quest being the prominent feature of 
the paper.

A. & W: P. to Make Protest. 


General Passenger Agent J. P. Bul- 
ups, of the West Point route, stated 
that his roag would protest the proposed 
reduction, but that the agents along the 
fine had been furnished with tariff 
sheets in accordance with the 2-cent 
rate promulgated by the commission. 

These rates will be operative Monday, 
but a bill is expected to be filed by At- 
torneys. Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, as 
Judge Brwester, who particularly looks 
after the business of this road, was in 
eonference with Mr. McDaniel, of the 
firm of “McDaniel, Alston & Black, and 
Major Cumming, of the Georgia rail- 
road, yesterday afternoon. 

The Seaboard Air Line has signified 
its intention of putting into effect the 
proposed rate Monday morning, and such 
tariffs have been sent to the various 
Seaboard Air Line agents. 

The roads arg all going slow and 
watching the outcome of the Central bill 
before Judge Shelby, in Huntsville. Upon 
his decision will turn the trend of liti- 
gation on this question, : 

At the office of the railroad commis- 
sion yesterday, Chairman McLendon, 
Commissioners Hill and Stevens con- 
sulted during the morning and with 
them was Judge J. K. Hines, recently 
appointed special counsel to the railroad 
commission. To him were referred the 
protests of the Atlantic Coast Line and 
the Charleston and Western Carolina no- 
tices of protest, and he will look after 
the suit filed in the federal court by the 
first named system. 

These notices, which stated that the 
roads would obey the law, but would 
test the reasonableness ang justness ef 
the reductions in the federal courts, 
were later carried by Chairman McLen- 
don to the governor. 

Oat of the Hands of Board. 
Inasmuch as the law creating the of- 
fice of railroad commissioners -has been 
enlarged the rate question has 
now passed out of the Wands of that 
board, and is up to the governor for en- 
forcement. He is immune from injunc- 
tiom, and can see the matter to the finjsh. 

Although the lawsenlarging the powers 
of this beard was passed after the or- 
der reducing the fares was issued, it is 
held to be retroactive and covers the pas- 
senger rate circular. ‘In the event any 
road should refuse to comply with the 
order reducing these rates it would be 
amehable to the punishment prescribed 
in section 13 of the new law, as follows:

The state promises to be hopelessly in- 
valved in litigation over these rateg for 
some years to come and the services of 
probably more than one counsel to the 
railroad commission will be needed to 
keep track of the litigation. 

So strict is the law in regard to vio- 
lations of the commission’s orders that 
it is not believed any road will dare 
to refuse the rates announced, ag the 
maximum rates by the commission.

RULING FAVORS — 
PHILIPPINES 


Tariff Will Not Bear So Hard: 
on Island Pro- 
ducts, 


Washington, D. C.,, August 31.—The 
attorney general has, rendered an opin- 


partment, in which he holds, in effect, 
that materials brought into the United 
States from the Philippine Islands may 
be used in the manufactwre of ar- 
ticles for exportation to foreign coun- 
tries with the benefit of the drawbdck 
under the provision of the tariff of 1902. 

Under this ruling 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on the materials coming 
from the Philtppines when the manu- 
factured articles are exporteg to any 
foreign country have the benefit of 
drawback. The word “imported” in the 
tariff act is ‘imterpreted to include 
Shipment from the Philippine Islands by 
reason of the tariff laws relating to 
these countries. The question directly 


at issue was whether sugar brought 
from the Philippines to this country and | 
used in the manufactureof sirup and ex-| 
ported to BDurope was entitled to the ben- 
efit of the drawback.

More than usual attention has been at- 
tracted to the great feeding value of cotton 
seed meal throughout the state by reason of 
the controversy entered into in The Modern 
Miller, the official organ of mills throughout 
the south, between the. editor, C. M. Yager, 
and state chemist of Georgia, Dr. John M. 
McCandless, in regard to the new Georgia 
pure food law. 

The editor of The Modern mer contends 
that the standard of purity as fixed under 
the Georgia pure food law is too high. The 
state chemist insists that it is fair, just and 
equitable, and he is daily in receipt of letters 
from prominent millers throughout the south 
Supporting him in his contention. 

When the Georgia pure food law went Into 
effect Commissioner of Agriculture Hudson, 
with Dr. McCandless, fixed the standard of 
purity to be observed by the shippers of feed 
stuffs into Georgia. The following standard 
was fixed for pure wheat bran: Protein 14.50 
per cent, fat 4 per cent and crude fibre 9.60 
per cent. The editor of The Modern Miller 
contends that this is too high. 

So warm became this controversy that in a 
recent letter the editor declares that the re- 
liable mills in the north and west will withe- 
Graw shipments from the state rather than 
submit to this high standard of purity, to 
which Dr. McCandless replied: 

‘‘As to the threat direct or Implied in the 
closing paragraph of your letter that reliable 
milis will withdraw from Georgia we say 
that if they cannot comply with the require- 
ments of our jaw and rulings of our commis- 
sioner, let them do so; they will need Georgia 
before Georgia needs them. Our great staple 
(cotton seed meal) will furnish us with all 
the elements of animal food we can consume, 
and more besides.’’ 

The cotton seed meal above referred to con- 
tains 60.81 per cent protein and 18.01 per 
cent fat, making a total} food value of 68.82 
per cent, as against 20 per cent, the highest 
food value recorded in wheat bran. 

Dr. McCandless declares that cotton seed 
meal, as a feed, will more than supplant any 
withdrawal of pure wheat bran that may be 
made from the state of Georgia. 

The pure food law is one of the best in the 
sguth and it means a new era for feed stuffs 
in Georgia.

Athletic Club, Boston, Athletic Associa- 
tion, Young Men's Gymnastic Club of 
Louisiana, Chicago Athletic Association, 
Hartford Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
clation; C. Y. M. Archdiocesan- Union, 
Philadelphia, Pa.; University of Oregon, 
Multuomah Athletic Associaition Club, 
Oregon; Olympic Club, California; Lin- 
coln Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, Neb.: Ohio State university; Law- 
rence Young Men’s Christian Association, 
Massachusetts; Norfolk Young Men's 
Christian Association, Virginia; George 
Washington university, Washington, D.

Such written order or prescrip- 
po shall be permanently retained on file by 
the person, firm or corporation who shall 
compound or dispense the articles ordered or 
prescribed, and it shall not be again com- 
pounded or dispensed, except upon the writ- 
ten order. of the prescriber for each and 
every subsequent compounding or dispensing. 
No copy or duplicate of such written qrder 
or prescription shall be made or delivered to 
any person, but the original shall at all.

Provided, however, that the above provis- 
ions shall not apply to preparations contain- 
ing not more than four grains of opium, or 
not more than one grain of morphine or

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WHAT RURAL SCHOOL 
MAY DO. 


The school, says Leslie’s Weekly, 
must offer vocational training. This 
does not mean that every school shali 
be a trade school. It does not even 
mean that the school shall aim spe- 
cifically to teach trades. It does mean, 
however, that we will come to realize 
that the schools in preparing the pu- 
pils for complete living must bear in 
mind the fact that vocation is a large 
part of life. Consequently, vocational 
training in its broadest possible as- 
pects must be one of the largest 
phases of school activity. 

The school also must develop the 
spirit of social or community service. 
I know of nothing better in this line 
than the plan used in Maine of organ- 
izing school improvement leagues. It 
is desirable also for the school to be- 
come a social center, or at least one 
of the social centers of the ‘neighbor- 
hood. 

The school must definitely cooperate 
with other institutions of the commu- 
nity, such as the church, the grange,
